BELCONNEN SOCCER CLUB 
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The Belconnen Soccer Club whose boys 
serve as ballboys and. guard of honour 
today was formed in 1969 soon after the 
opening of the first suburbs in the area as 
a district-based organisation with the inten- 
tion of offering football to players of all 
ages and standards. 

It was hoped that with a broad based 
junior structure, enough local talent would 
be forthcoming over the years to produce 
senior teams which can compete’ success- 
fully with the established ethnically-based 
clubs and give soccer a wider district appeal 
and support. 

In spite of the lack of success in this 
direction to date, this philosophy is still 
considered correct and for that reason, the 
club has remained a single unit in spite of 
becoming numerically by far the biggest 
club in the A.C.T. Junior League — and 
perhaps in Australia.
